6udden Crash Let Fall Hundreds of 


Shrieking Persons Into the Street, 
a Dlstancs of 20 Feet — Disaster 
Caused by Rotten Timbtrs. 
Philadelphia, Aug. 10.—Nine 
ppo^ 
pie were killed and 300 more or less 
seriously injured, a score perhaps fa- 
tally. by the collapse .of a rotten bal- 
cony at the 
Philadelphia 
National 
League Base Ball Park. 
The baJ- 
£ony overhung the high wall on the 
Pifteonth street side of the park» and 
sudden 
pressure at a weak 
point 
caused a sharp breaks which precipi- 
tated 
an 
avalanche 
of 
struggling, 
ihrieklng humanity into the street, 
Tully 20 foet below. Among the scores 
ot bleerling . men and boys quVcldy 
taken to hof^pi^als it is feared that 
fully a dozen will not be able to sur- 
vive their terrible injuries. That more 
were not killed outright is little short 
of a miracle. 
The near-by hospitals 
were unable to care for the 
pa- 


tients rushed into their •• oals, and 
some, 
seriously injuied, ^yd fo be 
taken to other institutions bv^t iro their 
bleeding wounds could 
treated. 


Hotten timbers were resi>^"innible for 
the accident, which occurred during 
the second game between BLS^OU and 
the Phillies. 
A drunken man'i. attnck 
on a little girl started a ilgbl in Fif- 
teenth street, and the crowd in the 
ball park rushed to the overhanging 
balcony, all yelling excitedly 
With a 
loud report one of the joists gave way 
in about the centre of the structure. 
Instantly the joists started breaking 
toward Huntingdon street and also 
toward Lehigh avenue simultajiCously, 
and at le«c.3t 1000 pen-'^ns wc^- hurled 
to the ground, a distance of about 25 
feet 
The yells and scmams of the 
Injured and the faUlng were appalling. 
The first line of spectators against 
the 
railing 
aulck'iy plur--ed to the 
ground, and those beU\nd ciuae tum- 
bling after, shoviid forv/ard from those 
behind. 


The scene after the accid'^nt was 
fairly indescribable 
Jt was a literal 
fact that blood fairly flowed in the 
gutter. 
Many of the injured fell from 
the top of the wall face downward, and 
it is thought that there were scores 
of fractured skulls. 


Scores of homes are grief-strick- 
en. 
Three 
hospitals 
are 
crowded 
with patients, about the bedsides of 
whom are witnessed a counUess num- 
ber of pathetic scenes. It is said 13 of 
the patients are dying. 


Joseph McDonpugh, who is at St. 
Luke's hospital with a fractured skull, 
became delirious, Hud springing from 
his bed threw a glass at Dr. C. W. 
Thomas. 
The patient then kicked a 
screen out of a window aud attempted 
to Jump to the street, but wa« held 
back by attendonts, 


Frederick Baumann has never re- 
gained consciousness since he was hurt 
Attended by the young woman to whom 
ho is engaged, he lies at the point of 
death in the Samaritan hoi^ltal. 


Another man, similarly attended, is 
James Douglas McCauley, who was the 
first patlept received at St Luks's after 
the accident He has a fractured skull, 
and is in a very critical condition. He 
Is engaged to be married. 


Edward Hedley. a member of the 
Vesper crew that captured the world's 
cnampionshlp at Paris, may never pull 
an oar again. One shoulder was dislo- 
cated and one? wrist was fractured dur- 
ing the accident and he Is now at St 
Joseph's hospital. He alto suffered se- 
vere bruises cm his knees and head.

Burning TraiMs Bring Death to Nearfir 


One Hundred Persons. 


Paris, Aug. 12.—Eighty four bodies 
have been recovered, and the death 
list probably will exceed 100, in the

Metropolitan 
Electric 
railway. 


One of the trains broke down at 
Menlimontant station, which is In a 
poor and ^pulous section of the city. 
This train was promptly emptied, and 
the train which followod was ordered 
to push it to the ropalring sheds. On 
the way there these two trains caught 
fire, but the employes gucceeded in es- 
caping. 
Meanwhile a crowded train

Sergeant Ahrens. wearing a respi- 
rator, succeeded In njaking the de- 
Ho romainod seven minutes 
and brought the first Information to 
the offf^ct that corpses wei-e strewn all 
about the roadway of the tunnel. Then 
he collapsed and was taken to the 
hospital.« 
Twenty minutes later fire- 
men forced their way down through 
the tunnel station at 
Menilmontant 
and returned soon 
afterward 
with 
seven bodies. 


Further on the 
firemen 
stumbled 
upon a terrible mass of bodies. These 
were the passengers of the burned 
train. They had fled from the coaches 
when the tiro broke out, and, groping 
their 
way through 
the 
suffocating 
cloMds of smoke, sought the exit at the 
station. 
But 
the tunnel makes a 
sharp turn near the scene of the dls- 
ast or, and at the angle the 
entire 
mass of humanity apparently became 
tightly wc'l^od. 
The panic which took 
place at this point within this dark 
subtf^rranean passage must have been 
terrible.

Sudden Crash Let Fall Hundreds of 
Shrieking Persons Into the Street, 
a Dlstancs of 20 Feet •— Disaster 
Caused by Rotten Timbers. 
Philadelphia, Aug. 10.—Nine 
peo­ 
ple were killed and 300 more or less 
seriously injured, a score perhaps fa­ 
tally, by the collapse .of a rotten bal­ 
cony at the 
Philadelphia 
National 
League Base Ball Park. 
The bal­ 
cony overhung the high wall on the 
Pifteonth street side of the park, and 
sudden 
pressure at a weak 
point 
caused a sharp breaks which precipi­ 
tated 
an 
avalanche of 
struggling, 
jhrieklng humanity into the street, 
Tully 20 feet below. Among the scorcs 
of bleeding . men and boys quickly 
taken to hospitals it is foarod that 
fully a dozen will not be able to sur- 
vive their terrible injuries. That more 
were not killed outright is little short 
of a miracle. 
The near-by hospitals 
were unable to care for the ^\ny pa­ 
tients rusbod into their 
oals, and 
some, 
seriously injuied, I'yd to be 
taken to other institutions bet n'o their 
bleeding wounds could ))<) treated. 
Hotten timbers were resi>'>nr.ibie for 
the accident, which occurred during 
the second game between Besson and 
the Phillies. A drunken manY, attnrk 
on a little girl started a fig!?! in Fif- 
teenth street, and the crowd in the 
ball park rushed to the overhanging 
balcony, all yelling excitedly 
With a 
loud report one of the joists gave way 
in about the centre of the structure. 
Instantly the joists started brealung 
toward Huntingdon ^ re e t and also 
toward Lehigh avenue simultajieously, 
and at lofi.3t 1000 perrons wc» '“* hur'.ed 
to the ground, a distance of about 25 
feet 
The yells and sci'eams of the 
Injured and the falling were appalling. 
The first line of spectators against 
the 
raiding 
ciulck'iy phir.'ed to the 
ground, and those beU\nd cftiae tum­ 
bling after, sliovi^ forv/ard from those 
behind. 
The scene after the accld^^nt wtts 
fairly Indescribable 
Jt was a literal 
fact that blood fuirly flow’ed in the 
gutter. Many of the injured fell from 
the top of the wall face downward, and 
it is thought that there were scores 
of fractured skulls. 
Scores of homes are grlef-strick- 
en, 
Three 
hospitals 
are 
crowded 
with patients, about the bedsides of 
whom are witnessed a counUess num­ 
ber of pathetic scenes. It is said 13 of 
the patients are dying. 
Joseph McDonough, who Is at St. 
Luks's hospital with a fractured skull, 
became delirious, and springing from 
his bed threw a glass at Dr. C. W. 
Thomas. The patient then kicked a 
screen out of a window and attempted 
to jump to the street, but was held 
back by attendants. 
Frederick Baumann has never re­ 
gained consciousness since he was hurt. 
Attended by the young woman to whom 
ho is engaged, he lies at the point of 
death In the Samaritan hoi^ltal. 
Another man^ similarly attended, Is 
James Douglas McCauley, who was the 
first patiept received at St. Luks's after 
the accident. He has a fractured skull, 
and is in a very critical condition. He 
Is engaged to be married. 
Edward Hedley, a member of the 
Vesper crew that captured the world’s 
cnampionahlp at Paris, may never pull 
an oar again. One shoulder was dislo­ 
cated and one? wrist was Iractured dur­ 
ing the accident and he is now at St, 
Joseph's hospital.

Sergeant Ahrens, wearing a respi­ 
rator, succeeded In njaklng the de-

Ho remained seven minutes 
and brought the first information to 
the effect that corpses wei'e strewn all 
about the roadway of the tunnel. Then 
he collapsed and was taken to the 
hospital.« 
Twenty minutes later fire­ 
men forced their way down through 
the tunnel station at Menilmontant 
and returned soon 
afterward 
with 
seven bodies. 
Further on the 
firemen stumbled 
upon a terrible mass of bodies. These 
were the passengers of tho burned 
train. They had fled from the coaches 
when the fire broke out, and, groping 
their 
way through 
the 
suffocating 
cloMds of smoke, sought the exit at the 
station. 
But 
the tunnel makes a 
sharp turn near the scene of the dis­ 
aster, and at tho angle the entire 
mass of humanity apparently became 
tightly wc'liirod. The panic which took 


j place at this point within this dark 
subterranean passage must have boon 
terrible.

There was not the slightest sign of a 
struggle and very little blood flowed 
from the wounds. 
After satisfying himself that she was 
dead he delil>prately walked around the 
bod to place t:he revolver on the wash- 
sts.nd and it is believed then took thi 
poison and after writing the note go 
back into bed and folded the woman he 
had murdered in what he meant to be 
his dying embrace.

WHAT IS BAD AIR? 
1 


Impurity 
of Air 
and 
the 
Frequent 
Catching of Cold.^ 


The air which has been breathed It 
not fit to be breathed over a^aln we 
all know from experience; yet 
it 1» 
not easy to 
give a satisfactory fecien- 
tlilc reason for this lact. WliSit is the 
vitiating constituent 
of the human 
breath? 


Certain it is that the chieT constitu- 
ent added to the air by respiration— 
namely, carbonic acid gas—peruse has 
little or no effect 
upon the health. 
Indeed, it has been stated that men 
can breathe for two or 
three hours 
without marked discomfort air which 
contains—with, of course, its full com- 
plement of oxygen—as 
much 
as 20 
percent of carbonic acid, and the pres- 
ence of 1 percent has not the slightest 
effect. But if the carbonlo acid in 
the air be raised only to 1-10 percent 
by human respiration, the resulting 
air is meet unwholesome and detri- 
mental. 
There Is no chemical differ- 
ence, of course, between the carbonic 
acid gas of the human breath and the 
carbonic acid gas obtained from chalk 
or from the combustion of carbon or 
coal ¿as. 
Tho obvious 
deduction is 
that the carbonic acid gas of respira* 
tion has a poisonous companion, and 
this companion has so far eluded all 
attempts at isolation and recognition. 
This poisonous constituent may occur 
as a constant quantity in relation to 
the carbonic acid gas; possibly it does 
not. 
We do not know, although it is 
very important that this point should 
be determined. 


We are content, however, to judge 
the impurity of air by measuring the 
amount of carbonic ;.cid in it, and to 
some extent this measure is a valua- 
ble guide. 
It is not satisfactory that 
the evidence oT impurity 
is not ob- 
tained more directly than this. 
Every 
one knows that air vitiated by human 
respiration is offensive and poisonous. 
In other words, bad ventilation—that 
is, a condition in which the products 
of human respiration are not removed 
—sooner or later produces toxic symp- 
toms. 
There are usually loss of ap- 
petite, discomfort, severe 
headache 
and malaise, which cannot be traced 
to infective organisms any more than 
the absence of such organisms can 
explain the curative effects of fresh 
air. 
Moreover, it is a common experi- 
ence that a sojourn in a badly venti- 
lated room occupied by a great num- 
ber of people predisposes to disease. 
There seems little doubt that the im- 
purity of the air has some connection 
with the "catching 
of a cold." 
The 
presence of respiratory 
products is 
declared by an offensive smell, and it 
seems odd that chemical analysis is 
not able to lay bare 
what^ctaally 
the nose readily detects. 
of bad air upon lue health cannomJfc^' 
ply be that of 
an 
offensive smell, 
though that undoubtedly plays a part. 
• 
• 
• 
It not only is a.bsolutely de- 
void of the vitalizing effect of fresh 
air, but it 
has almost 
a sickening 
smell, and sooner or later gives rise 
to a sense of oppression. 
What is the 
poison? 
It 
seems to 
us 
that 
the 
whole question needs a much more ex- 
tended inquiry than has been hitherto 
carried out, for surely chemistry and 
physiology hand in hand could event- 
ually elucidate this matter.—The Lan- 
cet.

It is likely that a system of power 
fans will be used to ventilate the New- 
York subway when it is completed.

In this respect the New York system 
will differ Avldely from that of Lon- 
don, where the tubos are so far under- 
ground that the air quickly becomes 
vitiated. 


A muffler or silencer has been de- 
vised by an engineer named Henz, by 
means of which lost heat from a petrol 
motor 
is converted into 
electricity. 
Only eighteen per cent, of the heat 
units generated in a motor are trans- 
formed Into power; seventeen per cent, 
escapes into tho exhaust, while the re- 
maining sixty-five per cent, is carried 
away by the cooling water. 
It is the 
seventeen per cent, of heat units lost 
through the exhaust that this inventor 
turns to profitale account, and for the 
purpose of converting this waste heat 
into electricity he has contrived a spec- 
ial apparatus. 
The current obtained 
from this source the inventor claims 
to be of suftlclpnt potential to be util- 
ized as a headlight to the vehicle, or 
to bo stored away in an accumulator 
for use in connection with the elec- 
trical ignition. 


Dr. Boccara. of the Technical College 
at Reggio, has been making some crit- 
ical observations of the famous Fata 
Morgana of tho Strait of Messina, be- 
tween Italy and Sicily.

Th* Coofcinff Kansa'« Inventor. . 


Josiah M. Read, the inventor of a 
cooking range and a manufacturer of 
stoves, died at Boston, Mass., not long 
ago, at the age of ninety-two years. 
Mr. Read began the manufacture of 
stoves in Boston in 1S39, says Machin- 
ery, and invented his cooking range in 
1S4G. 
It has been erroneously stated 
that he was the originator of the cook- 
ing stove or range, whereas he is. in all 
probability, only an Improver of It. 
There appears to be no authentic rec- 
ord of who was the Inventor of the 
portable air-tight stove for domestic 
use. 
Isaac Orr, who died in 1844, at

Impurity 
of Air 
and 
the 
Frequent 
Catching of Cold.^ 
The air which has been breathed Is 
not fit to be breathed over again we 
all know from experience; yet it la 
not easy to give a satisfactory Scien­ 
tific reason for this lact. WlUtt is the 
vitiating constituent 
of the human 
breath? 
Certain it is that the chleT constitu­ 
ent added to the air by respiration— 
namely, carbonic acid gas—p e r\e baa 
little or no effect 
upon the health. 
Indeed, it has been stated that men 
can breathe for two or 
three hours 
without marked discomfort air which 
contains—with, of course. Its full com­ 
plement of oxygen—as 
much 
as 20 
percent of carbonic acid, and the pres­ 
ence of 1 percent has not the slightest 
effect. 
But if the carbonic* acid In 
the air be raised only to 1-10 percent 
by human respiration, the resulting 
air is most unwholesome and detri­ 
mental. 
There is no chemical differ­ 
ence, of course, between the carbonic 
acid gas of the human breath and the 
carbonic acid gas obtained from chalk 
or from the combustion of carbon or 
coal Æas. The obvious 
deduction Is 
that the carbonic acid gas of respira­ 
tion has a poisonous companion, and 
this companion has so far eluded all 
attempts at isolation and recognition. 
This poisonous constituent may occur 
as a constant quantity In relation to

not able to lay bare

the nose readily detects, Thes^ffect 
of bad air upon lue health cannot 
ply be that of 
an 
offensive smell, 
though that undoubtedly plays a part.

The Idea of curing rheumatism in 
horses by the means of brine baths is 
receiving the support of veterinary 
surfeoas. 


Til« CookioiT Kanur«*« Inventor* . 
Josiah M. Read, the inventor of a 
coolclng range and a manufacturer of 
stoves, died at Boston, Mass., not long 
ago, at the age of ninety-two years. 
Mr. Bead began the manufacture of 
stoves lu Boston in 1S39, says Machín* 
ery, and Invented his cooking range In 
184G. 
It has been erroneously stated 
that he was the originator of the cook­ 
ing stove or range, whereas he is, in all 
probability, only an improver of it. 
TJiere appears to be no authentic rec­ 
ord of who was the inventor of the 
portable air-tight stove for domestic 
use. 
Isaac Orr, who died in 1844, at 
the age of fifty years, is said to have 
been its inventor, but the claim Is not 
well substantiated, and, in fact, is 
proved untrue by air-tight stoves built 
as early as 1707. 
The first cooking 
stoves were made by an adaptation of 
a Ijaklng oven to the box stove, such as 
formerly generally used In schools, 
churches, etc. 
Such a cooking ’stove 
was made in 1812 at Hud.son, N. Y., 
by a Mr, Hoxle, but it appears tliat he 
was not the originator of the Idea, as 
subsequent litigation developed the 
fact that his parent claim was based 
on the flrt-box being above the oven, 
with a flue to carry tho products of 
combustion 
downward 
around 
the 
oven^

SpontaneouB Combustion of Tree*. 


Destruction of trees by spontaneous 
combustion seems to be almost impos- 
sible. aud yet it has occurred frequent- 
ly on the banks of the River Cam, 
near Cambridge, England. 
At 
one 
point in the river the profCss lias been 
seen going on. Hale and green willow 
trees, covered with a rich mass of 
foliage and in a flourishing condition 
on the river banks, suddenly burst 
forth into ignition and burn like tind.er 
right down to the core. 


In most of the cases the trees were 
little more than striplings, so that pu- 
trescence or fermentation can liardly 
be given as a reason for the phenome- 
non. The big. vigorous willows poured 
forth clouds of smoke from their half- 
burned stems, and wlien the fire had 
burned out presented an appearance 
of charred ruins, looking as if they 
had been stripped and shattered by 
lightning. 


It is up to the scientists to explain 
away the fact that though a large 
percentage of the substance of trees 
is water, yet these willow trees burned 
without aid from other sources.

the Apollo Be^Wldere. 
Employed in the ropowalk at Charles­ 
town Navy Yard Is a young mulatto, 
X. B. White, who is just turning Into 
manhood, and who has been pro­ 
nounced by Dr. Sargent, of Harvard 
College, to be the finest living example 
of physical culture known. 
The young man has been In training 
for tho past five years under the direc­ 
tion of Professor Hoffman, of the B. X* 
M. C. U. 
He entered upon a systematic course 
of physical training w’hile a boy of 
good form and proportions, and with 
the usual course, which consists of 
using pulleys, weights, light dumb­ 
bells, Indian clubs, parallel bars, tumb­ 
ling, balancing and jumping, he has 
developed into a phenomenon. 
Dr. Sargent considers White more 
perfectly developed In some respects 
than the Apollo Belvldere. 
His measurements are: Height, 5 feet 
3 inches; Aveight, 151 pounds; chest 
(normal), 36.6 inches; chest (expanded). 
39.8 inehets; waist, 31.6 inches: hips, 
35.8 inches; thigh, 21.6 inches: cSlf, 15.2 
Inches; upper arm, 14.6 inches; fore­ 
arm, 12.8 inches. 
It was only about one and a half 
years ago that Professor Hoffman be­ 
gan to pay special attention to his stu­ 
dent. 
His rapid development could 
not be passed unnoticed, and equally 
prominent became the fact of the tre­ 
mendous sti^ngth ho was acquiring. 
Special paraphernalia was procured 
for White’s benefit, increasing from 50- 
pound, 1 0 0-pound,200-pound,and finally 
210-pound, dumb-bells, and now he can 
handle the heaviest of these with one 
hand and hold it over his head. 
During Dr. Sargent’s examination 
White lifted 1776 pounds by the leg lift 
and performed other herculean feats. 
His duties at the ropowalk have had 
something to do toward developing this 
great amount of strength. Iiis regular 
diet is hard work, and not the least of 
this is a 1500-pound truck, which he 
pushes over 1700 feet of track eight 
times a day. 
H. K. Kitson, the sculptor, is making 
a study of White, with a view to mod­ 
eling a gi'eat statue from him.—Boston 
Advertiser.

Destruction of trees by spontaneous 
combustion seems to be almost impos­ 
sible, and yet it has occurred frequent­ 
ly on the banks of the River Cam, 
near Cambridge, England. 
At one 
point in the river the process lias been 
seen going on. Hale and green willow 
trees, covered with a rich mass of 
foliage and in a flourishing condition 
on the river banks, suddenly burst 
forth into ignition and burn like tinder 
right down to the core. 
In most of the cases the trees were 
little more than stripling.s, so that pu­ 
trescence or fermentation can hardly 
be given as a reason for the phenome­ 
non. The big, vigorous willows poured 
forth clouds of smoke from their half­ 
burned stems, and when the fire had 
burned out presented an appearance 
of charred ruins, looking as if they 
had been stripped and shattered by 
lightning. 
It is up to the scientists to explain 
away the fact that though a large 
percentage of the substance of trees 
is water, yet these willow trees burned 
without aid from other sources*

FOR THE PASTRY COOK. 
To get a fine grained cake, beat thor« 
oughly after the flour Is added. Sweef 
milk makes cake that cuts like pound 
cake. 
Sour milk makes spongy, light 
cake. Always sift flour before meas­ 
uring, then it may be sifted again with' 
the baking powder to insure their Ifelng 
thoroughly blended. In making fruit 
cakes add the fruit before potting in 
the flour, as this will preA'ent it falling 
to the bottom of the cake. 
Flouring 
the fruit is unnecessary, unless the 
fruit is damp. 
If a cake cracks open while baking, 
the recipe contains too much flour. In 
creaming butter and sugai’, Avhen the 
butter is too hard to blend easily warm 
the bowl, and if necessary warm the 
sugar, but never warm the butter, as 
this win change both texture and flavor 
of the cake. The smaller the cake the 
hotter should be the oven. Large, rich 
cakes require A*ery s Io a v baking. Grease 
cake pans A vith lard or drippings, as 
butter will be likely to make the cake 
stick, owing to the salt in it.—Plttsburg^ 
Dispatch. 


PACKING MEN’S CLOTHES. 
In packing men’s clothes, fold the 
trousers in the front and back a ’eases, 
fit tiiem in the length of the trunk, 
and turn up at the foot, placing tissue 
paper in the fold. 
In folding any sort of coat first lay 
the coat on a table, then place the 
sleeves flat on the back pieces, and' 
last turn the fronts over the sleeves, 
and pack the coat this width if possi­ 
ble. 
If too wide, then fold together 
doA vn the middle of the back. No tis­ 
sue paper is needed in the coat unless 
it is in this last fold, or unless a very 
little paper is needed at the top of the 
sleeves. 
When there is no special tray In a 
man’s trunk pack the shirts in the fiat 
second tray, filling in the corners with 
socks and underwear. It Is a danger­ 
ous experiment to try to pack a man’s, 
silk hat in .a trunk. You see, it cannot 
be pinned in tight, and the least slip­ 
ping about is ruinous.

killed by them. 
The worms may bo 
poisoned by the use of hellebore* dis- 
solved in water and the bushes sprayed 
>vlth it. 
Take a tablespoonful of tlie 
hellebore, add a quart of hot water, 
and allow it to stand a few hours; then 
add to it a pailful of water and spray 
the bu&hes well with i t 
An old broom 
will answer very well for spraying. 
The worms are soon killed, and the 
poison will not last long. 
In a few 
days the berries may be eaten. 
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A Bird in the Bush 


Worth Two in the Hand 


B y Caspar Whitney 


HE value of the bird to the farmer is as a destroyer of the 
insects which, ravage ])ls crops. 
Experience has suggested 
and experiment demonstrated that. In sections w^here bird 
life decreases, depredations to crops of fruit, grain and gen- 
eral garden truck Increase, despite spraying and innumerable 
chemical devices to arrest the march of the destroying Insect. 


Now. Insects and worms constitute practically the whole 
food of birñs. 
Swallows and swifts course the upper air; 
fiy-catchers lie in wait In the foliage; warblers explore the 
leaves and the blossoms, and the víreos carefully search the more secluded 
nooJcs, AVhich perlmps the warblers overlook. 
The trunks and limbs of tlie 
titees are the feeding grounds of the woodpecker, nutthatch and the creeper. 
No Inch of tlie tree bark is left unexamined by these Industrious birds for 
Insects' eggs and larvae or ants, or the boring worms which may be heard 
M'lthIn tho bark. On the ground the insect hunt is continued by the thrushes, 
sparrows and other birds; and at the close of day. the night hawks and whip- 
ijoor-wllls, according to Mr. Frank Chapman, take up the chase, catching 
moths and other nocturnal Insects which have escaped day-ilying birds. 
Cranes; herons and bitterns feed on craw-fi.sh, which do great damage to the 
planters in the >South. by making holes in the embankments of their rice fields.

^Juch of the.fertilizer, Avhether chein. 
ical or barnyard. Is absolutely wasted 
as it is gejierally applied to growing 
trees. 
This may be a radical opinion 
in view of tJie fact that many growers 
argue that the manure or chemical 
will find the growing roots, the small 
ones, if it is applied to the surface of 
the soil anywhere under the tree.

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KILLING BERRY WORMS, 
The currant and gooseberry w^orms 
that consume the loaves' of the cur­ 
rant and gooseberry, leaving the bushes 
bare of foliage, will weaken the bushes 
so much tliat the berries will not ripen 
—even the bushes 
being 
sometiuies 
killed by them. 
The worms may bo 
poisoned by the use of hellebore dis­ 
solved in water and the bushes sprayed 
with it. 
Take a tablespoonful of tlie 
hellebore, add a quart of hot water, 
and allow it to stand a few hours: then 
add to it a pailful of water and spray 
the bu&hes well with it. An old broom 
will answer very well for spraying. 
The worms are soon killed, and the 
poison will not last long. 
In a few 
days the berries may be eaten.

Leaf curl is one of the most serious 
enemies of the poach tree. 
Spraj’^ing 
experiments have been conducted at 
the Georgia station which showed that 
Bordeaux mixture applied two or three 
weeks 
before 
the blooming period 
would almost absolutely prevent the 
disease. 
One application was usually 
sufficient, but if rain should follow the 
spraying "with a few days a second 
application would be necessary to se­ 
cure the best results. If the spraying 
is delayed until after the buds begin to 
open, only a partial prevention of the 
disease can be secured. 
As nursery 
stock is somewhat subject to the dis­ 
ease, the station recommends the dip­ 
ping of the plants before planting In a 
barrel containing Bordeaux mixture, 
care being taken, however, that the 
roots are not covered with the mixture.

FERTILIZING ORCHARDS. 
Much of the.fertilizer, whether chera* 
ical or barnyard, is absolutely w\asted 
as it is generally applied to growing 
trees. 
This may be a radical opinion 
in view of the fact that many i^rowers 
argue that the manure or chemical 
will find the growing roots, the small 
ones, if it is .applied to the surface of 
the soil anywhere under the tree. To 
an extent this is so, but why should 
jne apply the manure close to the trunk 
df the tree w’hen the small roots are 
ten feet away? 
It is always safe to 
apply the fertilizer away from the 
trunk of the tree and out to the spread 
of its branches. A foot away from the 
trunk will answer for the small tree. 
Increasing the distance with larger 
trees. With the tree but a year or two 
set the fertilizer may be well applied 
nearly to the trunk, and extending 
around the tree three or four feet. In 
this w’'ay the small roots will get the 
benefit of the fertilizer and none of it 
be lost.—Indianapolis News. 


FOR TREE PLANTING. 
A great help in setting out trees Is 
the following contrivance. 
There are 
several kinds, but my brother and sev­ 
eral other farmers prefer this one for 
Its simplicity and convenience. 
Take 
a piece of board, saj'' three feet long 
and about three inches wide. 
Bore a 
hole about two inches or so from one 
end of the board, and sharpen a stake

The stake may be about 
two feet long. 
At the opposite end 
of the board cut out a notch about two 
Inches deep, at one side near the end. 
The illustration shows position of 
stake and tree. The stick which was 
stuck in the ground where the tree 
now is, has been pulled up and stuck 
in the ground where the dotted lines 
are. 
The ground has been laid off 
and sticks stuck in the ground at the 
exact spot where the tree is to stand, 
and now you proceed to set your first 
tree. Before digging the hole, lay the 
board down so the notch will fit around 
the stick; push the stake at opposite 
end of the board into the ground. Now, 
without moving the board, pull up the 
stake and push It in the ground about 
half way of the board. Now push the 
loose end of the board out of the way, 
and proceed to dig the hole for tlie 
tree. 
Wlien the hole is deep enough, 
push the loose end of board back to 
place, till it touches the stick and ex­ 
tends over the hole. 
The notch will 
be over the exact spot where the tree is 
to stand. 
The tree will rest in the 
notch while the dirt is being shoveled 
in, helping to hold it steady.—Evan E.
